This year’s financial statement will 
show the worst muddling in ‘the life- | 
time of the present genoration. The; 
last Budget ‘was one of the most reck 
less ever presented to a Canadian Par- 
liament. The estimates were conceiv- 
ed in deception, ifor they led the pub 
lictothink that there would be a re 
duction of $47,000,000 in the year’s 
expenditure. Bight months of ths 
year show that the current expendi- 
ture has only been $2,387,874 less than 
for the corresponding period last year 
while an increase of $4,007,891 in cap. 
ital expenditure makes the actual 
total $1,620,017 greater than during 
the same period ‘ast year. 

Forced into making some reduction 
in certain forms of taxation, the Gov- 
ernment ‘took a leap in the dark, and 
the returns for the eight months show 
it to be confronted ‘by a loss of 
$40,000,000 in revenue. A Toss of 
$5,000,000 1 month means $60,000,000 
on the year. 

Is it any wonder the people ‘cry out 
for a change? Looking across the 
line to the United States they see 
that within the last four years the 
national debt in that country has been 
reduced ‘by nearly four billions of 
dollars. They see also that the 
taxes per head of the population have 
been cut from $54.00 to $27.00. 

Under the present Government there 
is no hope of real tax reduction, for 
expenditure is not reduced. Apparently 
there is no thought of reducing taxes. 
Utterly unwarranted new expenditures 
are being undertaken all over the 
country, and the indications are that 
this will continue as long ‘as the King 
Government remains in office.

The opinion is expressed that 
never wa's there such a_ spirit of 
harmony ‘within the big organization 
as exists at the present time. 


Separate Fees 


Although it is recognized that the 
U.F.A. is developing the political 
field as well as the economic one, 
there ‘was no doubt in the meeting 
over the effect of a resolution which 
passed after a spirited debate on Fri- 
day afternoon. This dealt with the 
matter of consolidation of fees, and 
fairly general satisfaction was  ex- 
pressed with the result of the vote 
whliich makes it necessary for a mem- 
ber of a U.F.A. local to contribute also 
to the funds of the federal and provin- 
cial constituency organizations. It 
was pointed out that a serious mis- 
take would be made if the association 
took the stand of coercing its mem- 
bers into joining the political body of 
the same name. 

Tn dealing with the statement 
issued tio the convention relative to 
the so-called ginger group in the 
house of ‘commons, the meeting 
officially sounded the death ‘kneli 
of this faction. 

Federal Election Near 


“We are approaching a federal 
election, I don’t know how soon,” saiid 
President Wood, im commenting on 
this document, “and these resolutions 


should be considered as dealing with | 


the future and not with the past. As 
far as occurrences at Ottawa are 
concerned, the incident is a closed 
one.” 

‘Thus it would appear that as far as 
the activities of the ginger group are 
concerned, the U.F.A. is satisfied that 
the Alberta federal members have 
agreed to compromise their differ- 
ences. 

President Wood expressed regret 
that the whole incident could not 
have been closed by the magnificent 
gesture of confidence from the con- 
vention on Thursday. He, however, 
emphasized the importance of the 
meeting very -carefully considering 
the statement issued by the central 
board as an interpretation of the 
resolution adopted in 1919 for the 
guidance of the federal members. He 
pointed out that this statement was 
not to be construed as placing any 
fetters around the Ottawa group 
but merely as an indication of the 
attitude of the parent association. 
Following discussion of this document 
clause by clause, its resolutions were 
unanimously adopted by the conven- 
tion 

Terms of Resolution 

This resolution declared that the 
convention spoke as “the supreme 
U.F.A. authority.” (Members elected 
as U.F.A. members are expected to 
aittach themselves to no other legis- 
lative group or party. Each member 
is responsible directly to his own con- 
stituen'cy organization, and through 
that to the organization as a_ whole. 
Bach U.F.A. group is expected to co- 
operate, las sudh, with other parlia- 
mentary groups or individuals “whea 
practicable to do so in the tnterests of 
desirable legislation.” 

The fullest constituency autonomy 
is recognized. A U.F.A. group may 
act avith, and invite into its councils, 
individual parliamentary members 
when a majority so decides. It may 
also co-operate with other legislative 
groups “in the organization of a larger 
agricultural group.” 

For _ service requiring special 
training the constituencies are permit- 
ted to go outside the ranks of the U. 
F. A. for a candidate. 

The resolution set out also that 
the ‘constituency associations had 
interests other than political, and it 
was decided that they should be known 


as U:F.A. units| and not as . political 
assoctaltlons, 00 site Ss

gerrymander,” stated Ira D, Taylor of

A suggestion, however, to reduce 
thel representation to three for avery 
federal constituency. was , strongly 
criticized, as it was fellt that the redis- 
tribution should be.on the basig “of 
population rather than of area. 


A further clause of the resolution 
suggests that in all provincial . elec- 
tions Ithe system of proportional rep- 
resentation ibe wsed. : 

Hon. Geeorge Hoadley made the 
best of an opportunity to justify his 
sicheme of edweating the British boys 
at the Vermilion school. The minis- 
ter pointed out that ithese student far- 
mers ~were not displacing Alberta 
boys and girls at the school; that the 
scheme was actually costing the “'tax- 
payer very little, and that their assim- 
ilation was the best form of publicity 
for the province. 


Liquor Act Relief 

The work out of tthe ‘liquor act 
came in ffor some discussion in a 
resolution from the Fast and West 
Calgary association that the govern 
ment tbe requested to appoint a com- 
missioner to take charge of all cases 
of distress and want traceable to the 
effects of the liquor act, and that the 
cost of such relief be a first charge 
on the liquor profits of the province. 


That the convention was opposed 
to the principle of the government 
spending money to bring agricultural 
immigrants into the province until 
conditions are such that the average 
farmer can make a decent living, was 
the decision in’ a resolution from the 
Red Deer provincial association. 

A call for the abolishing of the rail- 
way commission in view of the decis- 
ion on the Crows Nest agreement, 
sent in by the Acadia association, 
failed to find a sponsor in the conven- 
tion. 

The Canadian senate came in for 
some rough treatment ‘at the ‘hands ‘of 
a number of delegates who strongly 
favored this body being elected and 
thaving their powers greatly limited. 

A resolution commending the prac: 
ittee of publishing the account of the 
sittings of the provincial legislature 
‘in the “U.F.A.,” the official organ of 
the association, was adopted, and the 
recommendation was made that this 
procedure be followed during the 
coming session of the house, / 

The minister of education was 
‘asked to carry out a vigorous _ pro- 
‘gram of teaching the effects of to- 
bacco and liquor, which were, it ‘was 
stated, “recognized evils, socially, 
| physically and economically.” ;

GUIDANCE FROM THE 
PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT

The debate on the speech from 
tthe Throne ds usually supposed to 
bring out the Government's policy and 
allow of criticism of it, but that de- 
bate ‘has too often been regarded mere- 
ly as an opportunity for party speedch- 
es, party recriminations, and, it is to 
be feared in some ‘cases, mere person- 
al self-advertising.. What is wanted 
is something ‘better than ‘party speech- 
es, something that will show ‘that the 
Government is able and willing to sur- 
vey the problems that face the people 
of the Province without distinction or 
consideration of party, and to suggest 
the best methods of dealing with those 
problams without regard to party tac- 
tids. We should like to hear the views 
of the Government on that crucial 
question of the relation between the 
prices received by the producers for 
their products and the prices utHmate- 
ly paid by the consumers for manufac- 
tured articles. The British Govern- 
ment thas set up an exceedingly strong 


’ commission of enquiry to go into this 


question in Great Britain, aud while 
the conditions in the two couutries 
are not entirely parallel, yet the 
British caquiry is almost certain to 
yield some results which would be of!

the time being, and thigher rates were 
substituted. Alfter the war, the de- 
mand was naturally made that the 
Agreement should be restored, but: 
‘that demand was resisted by the rail- 
way companies. The present Dom ! 
inion Government, however, restored 
the agremeent, but the Dominion Rail-' 
way Commission on the application of 
the railway companies set up an en-| 
tirely new scale of rates, higher than i 
those fixed ‘by the agreement. 


There: 
the matter stands for the moment. | 
‘Now, there is a great deal involved 
in this question of the railway freight | 
rates in the West. There is a strong 
feeling among Western Canadians 
that the rates are too high, and are 
being maintaimed in the interest of 
Eastern capitalists and railway divi- 
dends, the result being to hold back 
and hamper ‘the whole development of j 
the West. The reply of the railway 
companies is that the rates are not 
too high but are equitable in propor- 
tion to the services rendered, and 
that ‘the Crow’s ‘Nest Pass agreement! 
imvolved the granting to the West of 
special privileges and advantages at 
the expense of the East and the rail- 
way companies, to which the West 

wag not and is not entitled. 

The result is a sharp dleavage of 
opinion between Hastern and Western 
‘Canada, which is not growing less as 
time goes on. It means that the inter- 
ests of Quebec are opposed to those of 
the Prairie Provinces, while those of 
Ontario and Quebec are more or less 
the same. The present Liberal Gov- 
ernment really depends for its exis- 
tence on the support of a solid Quebec 
and the neutrality or conditional sup- 
port of the Western members. If the 
Quabec representatives and the West- 
ern representatives find themselves in 


the welfare and unity of Canada.

THE ITALIAN DICTATORSHIP 
OR TYRANNY 


When Mussolini and his Fascisti 
first took over the government of 
Italy, the act: was on the whole regard- 
ed with general fspproval by the 
civilized world. It was thought to be 
the only thing which would have saved 
Italy from Bolshevism on the one 
hand, or the corrupt inefficiency of 
party posticians on the other. In 
some respects Mussolini has certainly 
justified himself. The anarchy which 
threatened Italy has een owvholly 
checked. Her industries have been re- 
established. Her economic position 
has been greatly improved. In foreign 
policy Mussolini has been very firm, 
but, except im the case of the attack 
on Greece, he has not been aggressive 
or failing in the spirit of conciliation. 
Yet, as time ‘hias passed, the doubts as 
to ‘his domestic policy have increased 
steadily. It has become increasingly 
evident that ‘he was and {s afraid to 
trust the people of Italy with anything 
like full political freedom, and, mor3 
serious still, that he was edther unable 
or unwilling to prevent his followers 
from venting their anger against 
political opponents in acts of lawless 
violence. The murder of the Socialist 
member of Parliament, Matteoti, 
brought this fact into vivid promi- 
nence, and since then there has been 
a series of revelations involving the 
most prominent leaders of the Fas- 
cisti party as guilty of criminal vio- 
lence on a systematic scale. Mussolini 
himself seams to have wavered back 
and forth, at one time declaring that 
all excesses of this supporters would 
be sternly punished, at other times 
breaking out into bitter denunciations 
and threats against ‘his opponents. 
Meanwhile all free discussion, criti- 
cism and action have been suppressed. 
Neither in the press nor in public as- 
semblies is opposition to the Fascisti 
tolerated. Even former prime minis- 
ters of Italy, speaking in the Italian 
Parliament, are assailed with thr2ats 
and abuse. There have been dissen- 
sions within the ranks of the Fascis‘l, 
but the dissenting members thave 80 
far been cowed into silence by the 
threats or violence of Mussolini's chief 
agents. 

The question is how long this state 
of things can last. To all intents and 
purposes Italy is now govcrned by an 
armed militia, which in its turn is 
ruled by one strong and determined 
man with a few close supporters. It 
is a reign of undisguised force, effi- 
client perhaps, but with hardly the pre- 
tence of popular support. The King of 


| Italy thas ‘taken virtually no part in 


the political struggles, but the time 
may come when he will have to do so, 
and the history of his family would 
lead to the belief that he will certainly 
not (fail in courage when action is re- 
quired of him. 

As far as we are concerned the main 
interest Hes tim the problem of what is 
to follow if Mussolini fails. Here was 
a country hopelessly misgoverned br 
the politicians. They were swept away 
by the combined action of a society of 
the young men of the country headed 
by one outstanding personality. They 
huve failed to create an ordered state 
0? iaw in place of the corrupt political 
crganizations. They have made them- 
selves heartily unpopular and have 
brought their country within sight of 
civit war. If such civil war breaks 
out and the Fascisti are overthrown, 
there does not seem to be anything 
satisfactory to take their place. The 
moral seems to be that unless a nation 
is sound as a whole, no system of 
government and no brilliant individual 
can for any length of time save it 
from the results of its essential weak- 
ness.

There is, moreover, a yet more ser!l- 
ous possibility, and thalt is the gradual 
growth of a demand in the West for 
secession from the Dominion and the 
creation of a separate state in West- 
ern Canada within the British Empire. 
That demand is not yet formidable, 
but if the people of the West really 
come to believe that they are being 
sacrificed for the benefit of the East, 
the demand may become distinctly 
serious. The growth of the Western 
route for grain is tending to emanct- 


pate the West from dependence on the 


Bast of Canada, while it is difficult to 
reconcile the interests of Eastern and 
Western Canada in respect of tariff 
policy. 

Probably almost all Canadians would 
view with the utmost regret anything 
that tended to destroy the unity of 
the Dominion. Such a division could 
hardly fail to be harmful and weaken- 
ing to the country as a whole. That 
the danger does exist and may In 
crease is ‘a good reason for the people 
of Canada generally to watch closely 
the development of this question of 
Western freight rates, and to try 80

Signs of Famine

along the western seaboard signs of 
genuine famine are very apparent. 
Children with sunken cheeks jie in 
sodden beds of hay, huddled together 
for warmth, and crying for food. Nuns- 
es are ‘busy throughout the stricken 
areas fighting first signs of pestilence, 
while an army of male volunteers is: 
trying to get fuel to the sufferers, 
The Free State government is co-op- 
erating in an attempt to organize coal 
distribution. 

To make matters worse, the river 
Shannon, famed in song, ‘has flooded 
and devastated farms along’ the 
banks, carrying away hay mows and 
forcing many farmers to leave their 
submerged homes,

ECLIPSES OF THE SUN 
AND OF THE MOON 


Jas. A. Youmans Gives Address to 
High School Students 


On January 16th, by request, Jas. A. 
Youmans gave an address in ‘the 
school assembly hall on the subject of 
eclipses, the occasion being that on 
January 24th there would be a total 
eclipse of the sun visible in many parts 
of the world. 5; 

He referred to the moon, our near 
est neighbon, only a.quarter of a mil- 
lion miles away, and to the sun four 
hundred times that dictance. 

Language has changed for the bet- 
ter as knowledge of science has in- 
creased, but some of the terms used 
when it was thought the earth was 
the centre of the universe and the 
solar system still survive. We still say 
ofthe sun and moon that they “rise.” 

Eclipses of the sun may be ‘total; 
annular and partial and eclipses of 
the moon may ‘be total or partial. The 
speaker explained why there is not an 
eclipse at every new moon nor at 
every full moon. 

‘Mr. Youmans briefly described the 
various eclipses of the sun, and of the 
moon. In 1870 he had seen the rare 
sight of the full moon rising eclipsed 
before the sun had set. Mr. Youmans 
explained the various terms used con- 
cerning the movement of planets as 
occult, orbit, etc. 

“We shall speak of the earth and the 
moon as hastening on, while we know 
that they are being pulled along by the 
sun's attraction. We shall not try just 
now to explain why the earth and the 
moon move in their orbits, but shall 
merely state the facts, and leave the 
causes to be explained by your teachers 
in your future lessons on compound 
forces. Let us notice, then, how the 
moon mooneth through one lunar 
month, beginning at the full moon’ on 
January 9, 21 o'clock, 1925. 

“The earth is moving forward in its 
orbit. at the rate of _ 1200 miles per 
minute, and the full moon is at its 
position 240,000 miles, or nearly one 
quarter million miles, farther from the 
gun, and just opposite. The moon is 
racing with the earth. The starting 
point is full moon. The goal or the 
objective is the next new moon. The 
earth at this stage assists the sun in- 
directly, but the sun’s attraction, being 
very much in the same direction as the 
inertia of the moon, pulls it right along 
increasing the moon's velocity so much 
that it rapidly gains on the earth and 
seems, like a wild racehorse, to. be 
tearing itself away from the earth.

On the opening of the Court the 
Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. Trueman, put 
fm an appeal against the whole assess- 
ment, on the ground that the land was 
valued too high, and asked a reduction 
of 26 per cent all around. The average 
rate per acra in Pine Lake was over 
$18, while the average rate in Hays 
M.D. was $14, in Crown M.D. $15, in 
Golden West M.D. $14.50, in M.D.

dering municipalities. In one of these 
cases it had been reduced by the Court 
of Revision to the present figure. | 
Mr. Dawe explained that at a meet- 
ing of assessors held in Red Deer last 
year, at which some twenty assessors 
from the district were present,he had 
urged that the Department of Muni- 


cipal Affairs lay down a. basis of valu- 


ation for the guidance of the assessors, 
and had pointed out that the very 
condition which had arisen today was 
liable to happen in the discrepancies 
in valuations between one M.D. and 
another. They had taken a ballot as 
to the opinion of the assessors on 
the value of an acre of good land in 
their M.D., and the valuations ranged 
from $18 to $40, the average being $28 
to $30, which was about his own esti- 
mate. There was-a netural tendency 
in each M.D., and some competition 
between them, to have the assessment 
as low as possible in order to have 
lower taxation in the supplementary 
revenue tax: whether the assessment 
was higher or lower than others would 
not materially affect the municipal 
and school taxes. He had endeavored 
to assess the land at its fair, actual 
value, and had not consulted with 
other assessors as to their basis of 
valuation. As to the Court reducing 
the assessment by 25 per cent, he did 
not consider the Court had sufflicent 
facts before it, not sufficient data, to 
determine whether that would give 
them a just basis. A general average 
was not necessarily a safe guide: they 
should have the average of arable land, 
of pasture, etc. It would have been 
much better, the assessor said, had a 
key value been laid down throughout 
the province, leaving the assessors to 
adjust the variations in soll, etc, and 
estimate the school. and market town 
location allowances. 

It was decided to hear all the appel- 
lants present first, and to consider the 
evidence in all appeals together. 

Mr. A. B. Hope, Calgary, Tax Com- 
missioner for the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources, Canadian Pacific Ratl- 
way, who were the largest taxpayers 
in the district, appeared and . applied 
for a 30 per cent reduction, at least, in 
the assessments on their lands. Mr. 
Hope had found that there was a re- 
markable coincidence in the valuations 
placed upon their lands in different 
municipalities, as i? the assessors had 
talked over the matter;. Mr. Dawe 
warmly denied that he had consulted 
with any other assessors as to land 
valuations beyond the preliminary 
meeting of which he spoke. Mr. Hope 
contended that their assessments were 
30 per cent in excess of the actual 
value, and emphasized the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Canada that fair, 
actual, value, must be the basis of 
assessment. Councillor Pixley got Mr. 
Hope and the Assessor down to S.W. 
17-36-26-W4th, which was one mile 
from Hill End and 11% miles from 
Penhold. The Company valued this 
land at $11 per acre or $1760, while Mr. 
Dawe had valued half of it as arable 
land at $18 per acre and the other half 
on a pasture basis at $9.60. The 
assessment, with allowances for school 
location, etc., was $2550. Mr. Hopeand 
Mr. Dawe were reasonably agreed as 
to the description of the quarter, as 
high, rolling land with a thick growth 
of poplar: no plowed land, a fair 
growth of grass, some draws and 
sloughs in one half and a steep side; 
but Mr. Dawe contended that the 
better half was arable land, that is, 
land capable of producing crops, while 
Mr. Hope’s argument was that it was 
a timber quarter, which the Assessor 
had assessed on the basis of open land, 
cleared land. If this land were assessed 
on a different basis from raw land, 
Mr. Dawe held, then every farmer who 
cleared up his land would be penalized 
in taxation on a higher assessment. 
Mr. Hope’s case was that the land 
must be assessed as it stood today at 
Its fair actual value: its value was 
lessened by the amount of labor and 


| money it would take to clear it and put 


it into cultivable condition. There 
could be no injustice in such a valua- 
tion to the man with improved land: 
that ought to be reduced also in assess- 
ment: the assessor must take as his 
basis the Jand in its natural state and 
location, and was not allowed to tax 
the value brought about ‘by clearing 
and cultivation. The clause in the 
statutory definition of assessable value 
had been changed by the 1924 Legisla- 
ture from “land at its fair, actual 
value, exclusive of buildings and im- 
provements thereon,” the the omis- 
sion of the word “thereon,” in order to 
conform to new conditions of actual 
value brought about by drainage and 
irrigation schemes, but it had a bear- 
ing on other assessments. Timber 
prevented the productivity of the land, 
and it could not be assessed at the 
same value as presently arable land. 
The Assessor and the Chairman had 
an interesting argument with Mr. 
Hope: they were inclined to the vfbw 
that all raw land, whether open, brush 
or timbered, of equal arable capacity, 
should be assessed on the same basis 
of value, while Mr. Hope sdid that the 
basis laid down by the law of “fair, 
actual value” ag determine® y the 
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market price must govern. The Asses- 
sor took the position that as the clear- 
ing of land of bush was generally re- 
cognized as an improvement, therefore, 
any attempt to place a higher value on 
cleared land would in reality be valu- 
ing improvements which would be con- 
trary to the Act forbidding assessment 
on improvements. As to taking the 
land as the Assessor found it, Mr. 
Dawe contended that there was no 
means of telling whether a plece of 
land had been originally covered with 
bush, or not. Though it did not 
come out in this argument dir- 
ectly, it would appear that a number 
of fair actual values of uncultivated 
lands had been established by the 
Canadian Pacific Resources depart- 
ment by appeal from the M.D. Courts 
of Revision to the District Court 
judges, and that this had had an effect 
in lowering assessment valuations in 
a number of districts. 

These lands were reduced in the gen- 
eral reduction by 25 per cent. 

Mr. Geo. Thurston, assessor for the 
M.D. of Arthur, appeared on behalf of 
his brother in appeal against the 
assessment of $21.40 per acre on N.W. 
7-36-25-W4th. Mr. Dawe had gone as 
high as $28 per acre on some Pine Lake 
M.D. land: Mr. Thurston's best M.D. 
Arthur quarter was at $24 an acre. On 
some low lying land Mr. Dawe had $14 
per acre, while Mr.~Thurston valued it 
at $9. Mr. Dawe’s valuations, he was 
satisfied, would not stand before the 
judge. 

Mr. Heber Hargreaves appealed 
against the assessment of S.W. 10-35- 
25-W4th, and,neighboring quarters. He 
thought a 30 per cent reduction would 
not be out of the way. The assessor 
and he were pretty well agreed on the 
nature of the land, but two quarters 
were 148 acres, instead of 160 acres. 

Mr. H. G. Smith had an increase of 
$800 over his last assessment on S.W. 
30-37-26-W4th. He would be satisfied 
with a 25 to 30 per cent reduction. 

Mr. E. Boote had a lively argument 
over N.W. 28-36-25-W4th, which he 
considered far too high assessed as 
compared with a neighboring quarter.
